During Hie last twenty-three 
years of Ids life lie disappeared "in a 
shadow like that which envelops tile 
mystery of his painting.” 
In ‘‘Sketches of Great Painters," a 
book by Edwin Watts Chubb, there is 
nu interesting tm rn graph—interesting 
alike to the philosopher and to the lover 
of art. "A generation after the death 
of Rembrandt ids groat nephew* ob­ 
served that ‘a short time ago the igno 
ranee of reputed connoisseurs was so 
gross with regard to the work of Hie 
mighty Rembrandt that It was pos­ 
sible to buy one of Ids portraits for 
sixpence.’ 
"Two centuries later an American 
millionaire, according to current re­ 
ports, paid $(?IKI,(XM) for O IH * production, 
‘Tile Mill.’ When he died 13 florins 
were silent on his funeral; in UMX*, 
when 
celebrating 
Ids 
tercentenary, 
Leyden and Amsterdam spent thou­ 
sands in his honor. When he lived Ids 
house, Snskiu's home, was sold under 
the hammer of the sheriff; now the mti- 
nictpnllty has purchased the property, 
which lias become the shrine of wor­ 
shipful admirers, who dome from all 
parts of the earth to see the place 
where once lived Rembrandt. Within 
a generation of Ids work criticism Ih*- 
fleved Hint 'the vulgar and prosaic as­ 
pects of a sflbject were tin* only ones 
lie was ca im hie of noting’ and that Ids 
was a 'manner founded on delusion.’ 
"Today w*e say that Rembrandt was 
universal 
in

sympathy,

where others were blind; that tin* rat­ 
catcher as wed as the saint, the aged 
beggar us well as tile prince, the wrin 
Ivied old Dutch vrouw* as well as Cupid.

the etcher; that he is of the race of 
Michelangelo and Velasquez, of Titian 
and Raphael, of Leonardo and Rubens.”

Weaning and Suppiwmvntary Feeding. 
(Prepared by the children’* bureau, United 
States department of labor } 
Many a mother looks forward with 
dread to the weaning period as one 
I fraught w ith trouble to herself aud 
more or less disturbance for the baby, 
but this need not be so. 
One of the difficulties of weaning is 
the baby's objection to the rubber nip 
pie. but lf be has been given his drink­ 
ing water by means of u nursing bot­ 
tle throughout bls life, he will already 
have learned how to use it. 
Another nnd the principal trouble 
with weaning is to find food that suits 
the baby, and ou which he thrives, 
which may safely he offend to him lu 
the place of breast mils. 
Much of this 
trouble may lie avoided if the wean­ 
ing is dona so gradually that the baby­ 
lon ms to take cows milk while he Is 
still getting breast milk to keep his 
digestive processes in good order. 
Some of the rules for successful 
vvcalling are these: First, never wean a 
young baby uutil every 
means for 
keeping up the breast milk lins been 
tried, second, do not wean the ba by­ 
th the heat of summer, and, third, do 
not wean the bally because you think 
your milk disagrees with him. 
The 
trouble is almost certainly not with the 
quality of your milk. but Iwcauaa you 
do not have enough of it. 
The way to wean the liaby comforta­ 
bly Is to begin at the eighth or ninth 
month to.give him one bottle feeding a 
day' in place of one breast feeding. 
A 
little later another l*ottle is added, and 
so on until ut the end of the year the 
breast is taken awny altogether, These 
bottle feedings should consist of clean 
fresh cows’ milk, diluted and sweeten* 
«sl.

Three questions are giving Republic­ 
an platform builders concern. 
They 
are government ownership, prohibition 
and woman suffrage. 
It is not a ques­ 
tion as to whether there shall be a 
declaration In 
favor of governm ent 
ownership of public u tilitie s-that is 
not even suggested 
but w hether there 
shall be a strong declaration against 
such policy. 
Republicans w ho took a strong stand 
against tile governm ent ship purchase 
hill think there should be a national 
declaration supporting such a position. 
Rut how will It affect the followers of 
La Follette, Cummins, Kenyon, Norris 
and such men, w ho were either openly 
for the ship purchase hill or declared 
them selves Iii favor of some kind of 
government ownership? 


The O th er Issues. 
At every national convention there 
alw ays lias been a delegation of wo 
limn suffragists urging a declaration 
for equal suffrage In the platform. 
Next year it will lo? harder to avoid 
making some such declaration than 
ever, because the suffragists have been 
turning toward the Republicans and 
Republican states have been going over 
to suffrage. 
As to prohibition, It Is tensible to 
avoid a declaration on the ground that 
it is not a national question, although 
a number of Republicans supported the 
prohibition amendment in tin* house 
when the vote w as taken last winter. 


Irrigation Possibilities. 
Reports from the house committee 
on appropriations which is Just now 
making u tour o f the irrigation pro 
jeets In the w est are to the effect that 
the members are learning a lot about 
the possibilities of that great region 
where water can be applied to the soil. 
Chairman Fitzgerald always has been 
a l^tle skeptical about tile expcndi 
turu of government money for putting 
water on western deserts, but It lathe 
intention of the people interested ill 
irrigation to convince him and Ids fel­ 
low’ committeemen that those desert 
lands can he made “to hlossofn as the 
rose” if properly irrigated. 


Will Go to Canada. 
Nothing will he gained by putting 
an embargo on inn ii A ions of war ex­ 
torted from this country, say various 
interested parties, because the ma nu 
fact ll re will he resumed Iii Canada. 
While the buildings for such manufac­ 
tures cannot he moved across tile bor­ 
der most of the plants and iiiuehincri 
can be m ovisLjuid iii a short time 
would be in full ulceration. 
This will 
he one of tin* arguments to meet the 
sentim ent which is growing strong In 
some quarters Iii favor of placing an 
embargo on the shipment of war mate 
rials from the United States to Europe

of the world’s armies has steadily 
lessened in weight during tile last fifty 
years, aud 
while constant attempts 
have been made iii other ways to 
lighten the soldier’s burden on march, 
It is nevertheless a fact that the uni­ 
formed fighter of t Isl ay carries very 
I Ut Ie lf any less than he did a genera­ 
tion or two ago. 
His gun and bayo­ 
net aud s o m e other details of equip­ 
ment that had aa exact counterpart 
iii tile old a r m i e s may in* lighter, tint 
modern military necessities have Slid­ 
ed to Ids carrying requirements. 
lie must now face tills inarching 
loud: 
Magazine rifle, bayonet, scab­ 
bard, ride cartridge belt and fasten­ 
ers, l ith* cartridge belt suspenders, first 
uld packet, canteen, ca ut cen strap, set 
of 
blankets, 
roll 
straps, 
haversack. 
meat can (used as a frying pan), cup, 
knife, fork, spoon, one shelter tent 
(half), five shelter tent pins, one pon­ 
cho (rubber blunket), one pair shoes, 
one housewife (needle and thread), one 
overcoat, one Intrenclnng tool. 
These laurelling loads have varied 
from IO to loo pounds in the past 
and weigh about tho sam e now. 
Of course, iii going into action much 
of tills load is discarded, some of it 
never to he possessed by the owner 
again, even though lie escapes the bat­ 
tle peril. 
In tin* old days knapsacks 
were alw ays east off 
by seasoned 
troops, who grew calloused as to the 
hoarding up of little 
trinkets and 
mementos 
that 
so 
appeal 
to 
the 
amateur soldier. 
After a battle these discarded knap­ 
sacks might is* recovered, but it was 
not likely. 
At any rate, white another 
knapsack might be Issued, it would not 
be the one possessed by the soldier be­ 
fore the lait tie. 
Whenever a new levy of troops was 
mustered in and arrived .in a camp 
where veterans 
were stationed 
the 
newcomers were greeted with mock 
praise for their spick aud span sol­ 
dierly appearance, with special em ­ 
phasis on “How nice those knapsacks 
look!” 
Tilts time liquored receptacle 
of everything a soldier desired or heft­ 
ed to keep ever near him Is no longer 
reckoned in the latter day, universal 
fighting equipment.

There i s a mtetele about mc vent ceil 
feet long, cylindrical in shape and 
eighteen inches in diameter, that con­ 
tains within tho small space of its 
head the power to destroy- thousands 
of lives and s i n k the greatest of ships. 
That m issile i s the t o r p e d o . 
Such is 
the weapon of the submarine. 
in times of peace, its exercise head 
filled w ith water, flu* torpedo is harm­ 
less enough. 
But in the tube of a sub­ 
marine, ready for action, its bronze 
war head containing aliout 200 pounds 
of guncotton, it becomes the most fear­ 
ed and m ost destructive weapon in na­ 
val warfare. 
In Europe the W hitehead torpedo Is 
almost universally used. 
Invented by 
an Austrian, Britain quickly adopted 
it for lier ow n and the largest factory 
Is now ut W eymouth, England. 
The United States has also been an 
extensive user of the W hitehead tor­ 
pedo, obtaining the right to manu­ 
facture it at tile torpedo station in 
Newport, Ii. I., 
We are, ‘however, 
abandoning the manufacture of the 
W hitehead 
in 
favor 
of 
the 
Bliss- 
Loavttt, an American torpedo which is 
rapidly developing lute the best torp<*do 
in the world. 
Ho that you may appreciate flu* mer­ 
its of each and understand the various 
functions o f these torpedoes, I will 
briefly describe them. 
Tori XKI oes are divided into three prin­ 
cipal parts, the head, the air flask and 
tin* afterbody. 
The war head is made 
of bronze and cnrrh*s a charge of about 
'JOO pounds of guncotton. There Is fit­ 
ted Into the war head a small mechan­ 
ism called the war nose, tin* function 
of which is to fire the guncotton charge 
when tho torpedo strikes the object. 
Tile war nose has generally three or 
four, arms, which aid tho tori xxi o hi 
cutting through nets or lire the charge 
In ease the tor|>edo should strike a 
glancing blow. In times of fica ce steel 
exercise heads are carried for the pur­ 
pose of practice and, as they are 1111***1 
with water, are entirely harmless. 
Tim head is fitted by screw s to the 
air flask, a 
hollow cylindrical tube 
about eleven foot long and used for 
storing compressed 
air, 
the motive 
power of the torjiedo. Every ship and 
destroyer carries machines for com­ 
pressing nir. but submarines usually 
have their flasks charged alongside a 
parent ship or at a base. 
The flasks ar** charge*I to about 2,BM! 
txmixls pressure per square Inch, and 
this Is reduced by a valve to tin engine 
working pressure of about boo pounds, 
depending, of course, ujxm the speed. 
Iii order to get tho greatest possible 
range with the limited supply of *•«un­ 
pressed air. tin* air after tieing rc*du<***d 
to a given pressure Is superheat*^ to 
give greater expansion and consequent­ 
ly greater tqiecd. 
Th** afterbody of ii torpedo contains 
tin* working mechanism 
engines, gy­ 
roscopic Ht«x*rlng apparatus and th** at­ 
tached engines which control th** rud­ 
ders. 
All flies** are of very delicate 
adjustment, nil*! iii order to have cfh 
dent tor|K*do men the navy department 
m aintains a school at th** torpedo sta­ 
tion in Narragansett bay. 
Torpedoes can bo adjusted before 
firing to run any desired number of 
yards front IOU to 4.(100, and in our lat­ 
est Bliss-Leavitt torpedoes a range of 
10.000 yards has hts*n attained. 
The 
speed of th** torpedo depends on the 
distance it is to run. 
The Whitehead 
tor|x*do runs ITT knots ix*r hour for 
4.000 yards and 40 knots per hour for 
the I JNK I yard setting, (lur submarines 
ar** being supplied with a Bliss Leavitt 
torp**do capable of running 7.000 yards 
at alxuit IC* knots an hour. 
The torpedo m u also be adjusted pre­ 
vious to firing to run at any desire*! 
depth N*neath tile surface of the wa­ 
ter. 
Th** armor belt of most battle­ 
ships extends alxuit six or eight feet 
Indow the water line, and the tortx**l«»es 
ar** generally 
ad ju sted to run at a 
depth which would strike the enemy 
ship just below the armor belt. 
Before a torpedo Is placed completely 
Iii Its tulx* all adjustm ents ar** made so 
that it w ill run as desired. The tori oslo 
Is ex|H'lled from the tube by com­ 
pressed air, and as It passes out a 
“starting lever” is thrown back, which 
allow s the compressed air within the 
iii* flask to pass through the valves, re­ 
ducing It to th** engine working pres­ 
sure and then to the engines. 
The torpedo now takes full control 
of Itself and runs at the desired depth, 
speed ami distance to the target.— 
Rush M. Iloug in Leslie's W eekly.

Richard J. (Dickey) Pierce is credited 
with introducing the bunt hit in the 
summer of 1870. 
The first I—0 gam e on record was 
played by tho Chicago and S t Louis 
team s in 1875, the former w inning'the 
contest. 
O. Nicholson holds the record for C r*' 
greatest number of stolen bases in . 
season. W hen with the Frankfort team 
of the Blue Grass league hi 1912 bo pil­ 
fered 111 sacks in 123 games. 
In 1913 the Meridian team of the Cot­ 
ton 
Stutes league was defeated in 
tw enty-six consecutive games, the rec­ 
ord. 
The first no hit ga me, no player 
reaching first base, In the history of 
baseball took place In 187(1. Jam es Gal­ 
vin of the St. Louis Reds w as the rec 
ord making twirler, and he pitched 
against the Cass club of D etroit The 
battle took place at Iona, Mich., on 
Aug. 17. The feat w as r e la te d twice 
in 1879 by J. L. Richmond of the 
Worcester National league outfit on 
June 2 against Chicago, and on July 28 
against Springfield. Again, on June 12, 
1880, Richmond performed the* same 
stunt against Cleveland, and in Hie 
sam e year, on June 17, John M. Ward, 
twirling for Providence, beat Buffalo 
in this kind of a contest. 
No additions were made to these 
names until May 5, 1904, twenty-four 
years later, when I>. T. (“Cy”) Young 
of the Boston American league team 
defeated the A thletics in a no lilt, no 
player reaching first, game, and A. Joss 
sim ilarly beat the W hite Sox when he 
twirled for the Cleveland American 
league club on O ct 2, 1908. 
F. W. Thayer of Harvard invented 
the catcher’s mask iii 1870. 
He was 
catching for the Crimson team ut the 
time.— Ed A. Goewey, in Leslie’s.

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SWING OF THE WIND. 


On th e A tlan tic C oast, as a Rule, It Is 
From Left to Right. 
Thirty-five years aga. while making 
a Pair months’ voyage, I was fre­ 
quently impressed by the unerring ac­ 
curacy with 
which Captain Crosby, 
one of the best known captains sail­ 
ing from New York, forecast the state 
of the weather. 
Iii reply to my ques 
Hon he answered: “Doctor, as a jesuit 
of fifty years of seagoing life, I can 
assure you that alm ost Invariably, I 
m ight say w ithout exception, the wind 
in Its shifting followo the course of 
the hands of a clock—that la, from left 
to right. 
“(if course,” be added, “one cannot 
say how long the wind will remain in 
any one quarter, but when it changes 
It will, almost without exception, take 
Hie course I have stated. For Instance. 
lf the wind is iii the northeast, in­ 
stead of going to the north and then 
to the northwest, it will on th** con­ 
trary go over to tile east, southeast, 
south, Houtliw’ext, 
west, aud finally 
reach Hie north w est.” 
When I asked him w hy that should 
be, Ii** said he had never linen able to 
obtain an answ er to that, but that it 
was an absolute rill** as fur us the ex 
perience of his Mf** went. 
One other observation I have made 
through all these years, although It is 
not by any means as exact us the first, 
Is that the winds have a fairly accurate 
length of time in which they remain in 
their various quarters. 
For Instance, 
northeast and east winds ar** generally 
two or thro*? days iii duration, grad­ 
ually shifting to southeast and south, 
then after a day’s interval, or less. 
reaching w est and northwest. 
These 
remarks apply only to the Atlantic 
coast and contiguous states aud are 
Inapplicable to the Pacific, where the 
conditions, iii some respects even mort* 
remarkable, arn entirely different.—Dr. 
Frank Abbott Iii New York Times.

INSECT GERhl CARRIERS. 


R oaches, Ant3 and E ven Gee* Are N o w 
Regarded W ith D istrust. 
The investigations of recent years 
have disclosed the relations of insects 
to 
materia, 
yellow 
fever, 
bubonic 
plague aud sleeping sickness. 
Tho 
striking results already demonstrated 
in respect to tho activity of mosqui­ 
toes, fleas, bedbugs ami houseflies in­ 
evitably raises the question as to tho 
possible significance of other species of 
insects which may be less abundant, 
but whoso contact with man may bo 
occasional or confined to restricted lo­ 
calities. 
Tho 
group 
include* cock­ 
roaches, nuts and bees. 
“That on insect which will devour 
affy sufficiently soft substance, from 
human foods to glue, grease and water 
colors and which w ill live by prefer­ 
ence In tho crack’s of Hie floors and 
w alls of houses, bakeries, restaurants, 
sugar refineries and tanneries, where 
their bodies come into contact w ith tho 
tilth anti refuse that necessarily accu­ 
m ulate In such places, should carry a 
host of germs alxnit on and iii their 
bodies aud lie utile to infect our foods 
Is certainly not surprising,” says the 
Journal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation. 
“Yet tills is the habit of life 
of the omnivorous cockroach. 
Roaches 
propnhly also feed on tuberculous spu­ 
tum and dissem inate the bacilli as 
readily as the housefly. 
“Ants, which ure often ul>uintent in 
houses and are readily disseminated 
by commerce, som etim es become a pest 
to the Imusewlfe, particularly when 
they get into tho stores of food. 
They 
have not esctiix*d suspicion as dissem i­ 
nators of pathogenic micro-organisms. 
W heeler flin ts out that it thus be­ 
comes IKisslblo for ants to spread d is­ 
ease Iii different ways. 
“ Finally the bees, lauded for centu­ 
ries by jKH*t mid prose writer alike. 
have not escalate the accusation of su s­ 
picion. 
Wheeler 
has 
observed 
the 
stinging lx*es vl>it collections of gar­ 
bage in the canal zone, presumably 
gathering foreign sulistunces, 
which 
they knead into the cerumen cells in 
which they store honey eagerly col­ 
lected for food by the natives in many 
parts of tropical America. 
According 
to W heeler, there are records of intes­ 
tinal disorders or eveu death following 
the eating of such honey.

tion of jK>sslble contamination with 
disease germs collected by filthy in­ 
sects is plain."

Baking Helps

There is just one way to make 
your cakes rise high and keep an 
even surface. 
Have your oven 
moderate at first, until the cake is 
fully m en; then increase the heat, 
so as to brown it over quickly. 
Extreme heat stiffens the dough. 
If you stiffen the outside of the 
cake before the rising is complete, 
you stop the rising process. Then 
the leavening gas, formiug inside, 
will bulge up the center, where 
the dough is still soft, and spoil 
the shape of the cake.

NOTH—Biscuits or other 
pastries 
made from stiff dough, that are cut into 
slopes for the oven, I«ake in a hot oven. 
This is ix-cause the cut surfaces of the 
dough do not sear over, but rather 
leave tile pores open, allowing the 
leavening gas to escape ami the heat to 
penetrate readily. 
Small ovens cool 
quickly; therefore they should Ixr made 
several degrees hotter than a larger 
oven, and the less the door is opened 
the better.

pastry the reverse.

TREASURE CHEST UNEARTHED 


Alleged M urder is Said to Have O c ­ 


curred* in 
1368— A m ount of 
Money 


Dug Up on Fa rm A m ounts to About 


Ninety 
Thousand 
Dollars. 


Bedford, la., July 9.— Bates Hunts 
man, aged seventy, a member of a 
prominent family in this section, was 
arrested here on a charge of murder, 
growing out of the recent unearthing 
on a farm near Siam, la., of a treas­ 
ure chest, said to contain $90,UUU. The 
alleged murder is said to have occur­ 
red in* 1868, when a wealthy cattle­ 
man and his son were killed. 
’I lie warrant is the direct result of 
the plans of Samuel Anderson of Lu­ 
cas, la., to file suit against 
Hunts­ 
man and his alleged accomplices, to 
recover a fourth part of the buried 
treasure. 
Anderson claims to have 
been employed to dig the money up 
about twelve years ago and told his 
attorney, W. W. Bulman of Chaiiton, 
that he had kept silent about it be­ 
cause of inability to reach an agree­ 
ment with the three men regarding a 
division. 
In preparing for the trial the a t­ 
torney disclosed facts in connection 
with 
the operations of a 
notorious 
counterfeiters’ gang, which, in 1868, is 
supposed 
to 
have been 
responsible 
for the death of the cattleman. 
Tile 
identity of the victims was never dis­ 
closed. 


Attorney General Acts. 


The evidence obtained was placed 
before the attorney general’s office in 
Des Moines and it was the latter who 
ordered the arrest of Huntsman. 
The money taken from the cattle­ 
man was buried on the farm and in 
after years, it was said, by officials, 
Frank and Jesse James made several 
visits to the scene of the crime in au 
effort to locate the treasure. 
Henry Scribner, a wealthy farmer, 
was arrested in connection with the 
murder charge against Bates Hunts 
man 
He was released on bond of I 
$5,000. 
Huntsman, 
unable 
to 
give 
bond, 
went to jail. 
A third warrant yet re [ 
malned to be served. 
Huntsman 
aud 
Scribner 
and 
the 
third person yet to be arrested are 
charged 
with 
having been 
members 
of the original 
counterfeiting 
gang, 
which broke up and scattered a few 
years after the time of tile alleged 
murders. 
The chest containing the $90,000, it 
is claimed, was dug up on the farm 
of Samuel Anderson, but just as he 
was about to take possession of it 
Huntsman aud his associates are said 
to have Interfered and refused to let 
him go any farther Iii the matter.
